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Preface 

The  name  Rosenberger,  signifying  Rosemont  or  Rose  Castle 
and  sometimes  interpreted  as  meaning  a  town  of  roses,  is  of 
very  ancient  origin  in  Germany. 

The  first  Rosenbergers  in  America  probably  came  from 
the  Palatinate,  once  a  province  in  western  Germany,  bordering 
on  the  Rhine.  It  is  of  tradition  that  this  family  came  from  a 
place  called  “Zweibrucken”  (meaning  two  bridges).  They  were 
Mennonites  (followers  of  Menno  Simon)  choosing  to  cross 
the  perilous  ocean  and  settle  in  a  new  wilderness  country  and 
enjoy  religious  freedom,  rather  than  remain  in  the  fatherland 
and  be  deprived  of  liberty  of  conscience.  For  approximately 
one  hundred  and  fifty  years  members  of  their  families  re¬ 
mained  Mennonites.  Their  occupation  was  that  of  “tillers  of 
the  soil”  (farmers)  and  their  language  known  as  Pennsylvania 
Deutsch.  In  nearly  two  hundred  years  the  descendants  have 
scattered  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

The  writer  has  endeavored  to  present  something  of  the 
background  and  family  history  of  Joseph  D.  Rosenberger  that 
might  otherwise  have  been  lost,  with  hope  that  it  will  invite 
increased  interest  in  the  past  and  become  a  brief  record  for 
future  generations.

Heinrich  (Henry)  Rosenberger,  Sr.,  was  the  pioneer  or 
the  first  emigrant  without  doubt.  Records  reveal  that  on 
November  14,  1729,  he  purchased  159  acres  of  virgin  land  in 
Indian  Creek  Valley,  now  Franconia  Township,  Montgomery 
County,  Pennsylvania.  This  was  a  part  of  the  1000  acres  which 
Penn’s  Commissioners  of  property  had  sold  in  1728  to  James 
Steele  of  Philadelphia.  He  immediately  cleared  the  land  and 
cultivated  it.  He  built  a  house  of  native  stone  and  a  large  barn 
for  animals  and  to  store  crops.  He  put  aside  a  small  portion 
of  land  as  a  burial  ground,  and  was  buried  there.  It  was  here 
in  1730  that  the  first  Franconia  Mennonite  meetings  were  held 
in  a  log  building  (probably  his  first  dwelling).  In  1833  this 
meetinghouse  was  replaced  with  one  made  of  stone.  Again 
in  1892  it  was  rebuilt  and  in  1917  an  addition  made.  It  is 
located  west  of  Telford,  Montgomery  County,  Pa.  on  Route  113. 

Henry’s  sons  were  BENJAMIN,  John,  Daniel,  and  Henry, 

Jr. 

II 

Benjamin  was  born  about  1714  in  Germany  and  came  to 
America  with  his  father.  In  1737  he  settled  in  Hatfield  Town¬ 
ship,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  of  a  trading, 
speculative  disposition,  buying  and  selling  various  properties 
in  different  townships  all  his  life.  His  first  land  purchase 
was  on  the  County  line  near  Line  Lexington,  Bucks  County. 
In  old  deeds  he  is  also  mentioned  as  a  carpenter.  He  died  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  about  1777,  his  widow  Helena  in  1799. 
They  are  buried  in  what  is  now  Fricks  cemetery,  Hatfield 
Township  near  Line  Lexington,  west  of  route  309.  This  small, 
well  kept  cemetery  has  markers  (dates  only)  as  early  as  1764. 
The  children  of  Benjamin  and  Helena  Rosenberger  were 
ELIAS,  John,  Gertrude,  Elizabeth,  and  Henry. 


Ill 

Elias  (Yellis  or  Julius)  was  born  in  Hatfield  township, 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  before  1735.  He  inherited 
the  trading  disposition  from  his  father.  In  his  will,  registered 
October,  1808,  Bucks  county,  records  show  he  bequeathed  land 
to  his  son  Benjamin.  This  was  near  Sellersville,  Rockhill 
township,  where  he  died.  Among  the  Rosenberger  markers 
in  the  Rockhill  Mennonite  cemetery,  stones  without  names  are 
dated  1808.  This  Meetinghouse  was  built  in  1737,  rebuilt  in 
1838  and  again  in  1925.  It  is  located  west  of  Sellersville 
between  the  Reading  Railroad  and  Route  433.  The  children  of 
Elias  Rosenberger  were  BENJAMIN,  Henry,  Anna,  and 
Rebecca.

Benjamin  Rosenberger  born  in  Hatfield  township  about 
1758.  In  his  youth  he  was  a  teamster  in  the  American  Army 
of  the  Revolution,  Volume  V,  page  342,  Archives  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  He  married  Margaret  Nash.  In  1810  he  purchased  a 
mill  and  farm  in  Haycock  township.  The  latter  part  of  his 
life  he  lived  in  Rockhill  township.  In  his  will,  registered 
April  24,  1824,  his  children  mentioned  are  Elias,  Abraham, 
William,  John,  JACOB,  Joseph,  Benjamin,  Elizabeth,  Rachel, 
and  Margaret.

Jacob,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Margaret  (Nash)  Rosenberger, 
was  born  in  Rockhill  township,  Bucks  Co.,  Pa.,  February  12, 
1799.  He  was  a  farmer  first  in  New  Britain  and  then  in 
Tinicum  township.  In  March  1824,  he  married  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Mary  (Kulp)  Detweiler.  She  was  born 
in  New  Britain,  August  6,  1801  and  died  February  22,  1839. 
Their  children  were  Mary,  married  Abraham  Meyers;  John 
married  Catharine  Stover;  JOSEPH,  married  1st,  Mary  Ann 
and  2nd,  Johannah  Bryan;  Jacob  married  Hannah  Barnes; 
and  Enos  born  February  13,  1839  and  died  the  next  day. 

Mary  R.  Shipps  (II)  told  of  hearing  the  story  of  how  her 
grandfather  (Jacob)  wanted  a  housekeeper  and  asked  Mary 
Kulp  who  said,  “No,  but  I’ll  marry  you.”  She,  daughter  of 
Isaac  Kulp,  became  his  second  wife.  She  was  born  May  28, 
1803,  and  died  August  4,  1878.  Jacob  died  March  10,  1883. 
They  are  buried  at  Deep  Run  New  Mennonite  where  he  had 
been  a  trustee  from  1852  to  1870.  This  meetinghouse  was 
built  in  1849  and  rebuilt  in  1949. 


The  name  Detweiler  is  also  of  German  origin.  (I)  Hans 
Detweiler,  the  pioneer,  came  to  America  with  his  wife  Susanna. 
He  died  about  1761  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.  Among 
their  children  was  a  son  (II)  Jacob  who  married  Neltgin  Kolb 
on  July  25,  1738.  (Ill)  Martin,  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Neltgin, 
married  Maria  Moyer  and  had  a  son  (IV)  Jacob.  The  children 
of  (IV)  Jacob  and  Mary  (Kulp)  Detweiler  were  (V) 
ELIZABETH  married  Jacob  Rosenberger;  Joseph  married 
Hannah  Bergey;  Mary  (Molly)  married  Martin  Kindig;  John 
married  Annie  Godshall ;  Jacob  married  Barbara  Bergey, 
sister  of  Hannah;  Magdalena  (Lena)  married  1st  John  Knise 
(Nice),  2nd  Jacob  Bergey. 


The  name  Bryan  (spelled  Brien,  Brean,  Bryen)  is  found 
very  early  in  Bucks  County  history.  In  1758  Bryans  were 
land  owners  in  Springfield  Township.  The  name  appears  a 
great  many  times  in  records  of  Tohickon  church,  Bedminster 


Township.  This  house  of  worship  was  built  of  primitive  logs 
about  1730-1735.  Here  in  the  graveyard  we  find  crude  stone 
marked  1790  Jacob  Brean.  Near  are  stones  Barbara  and  Jacob 
Bryen,  1771-1849.  In  baptism  records  the  children  of  Jacob 
Breian  and  wife  Barbara  were  Jacob  b.  July  11,  1797 ;  William 
b.  August  8,  1800;  Barbara  b.  November  6,  1802;  Joseph  b. 
August  20,  1805,  ISAAC  b.  February  13,  1808;  David  b. 
July  13,  1813. 

Isaac  Breian’s  (Bryan)  baptism  certificate  in  colors  written 
in  German  is  in  the  Joseph  D.  Rosenberger  family  Bible.  Isaac 
Breyan  is  one  of  the  names  of  the  Tohickon  Catechumens  of 
1826.  In  February  1832  Isaac  Bryan  married  Eliza  Kepler 
b.  January  19,  1805,  <L  February  9,  1874.  Their  children  were 
MARY  ANN  b.  January  8,  1833;  David  b.  July  28,  1835; 
Jacob  b.  January  29,  1837 ;  and  JOHANNAH  b.  December  17, 
1840.  Isaac  died  February  16,  1894,  is  buried  with  his  wife, 
Eliza,  and  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  in  the  Deep  Run  New 
Mennonite  Cemetery.

JOSEPH  DETWEILER  ROSENBERGER,  son  of  Jacob 
and  Elizabeth  (Detweiler)  Rosenberger  was  born  February  11, 
1830  in  New  Britain  Township,  Bucks  County.  On  Septem¬ 
ber  13,  1852  he  married  Mary  Ann  Bryan,  born  January  8, 
1833,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Eliza  (Kepler)  Bryan.  Their 
children  were  1 — Eliza,  2 — Wilson,  3 — Menno,  and  4 — Laura. 
Mary  Ann  died  from  diphtheria  on  December  13,  1862.  She 
was  buried  at  Deep  Run  New  Mennonite  Cemetery.  Her  stone 
bears  the  inscription  “Mary  Ann,  wife  of  Reverend  Joseph  D. 
Rosenberger.” 

Joseph’s  name  appears  several  times  during  the  1860’s  in 
the  Mennonite  Conference  minutes.  He  served  the  congrega¬ 
tion  from  1855  to  1870.  He  was  an  Eastern  Conference  dele¬ 
gate  to  the  General  Conference  in  1863  at  Summerfield,  Illinois. 
When  he  made  this  trip,  his  four  small  orphaned  children  were 
left  with  their  Bryan  grandparents. 

On  October  1,  1864  Joseph  married  Johannah,  sister  of 
Mary  Ann.  Johannah  was  born  December  17,  1840,  and  died 
July  28,  1905.  Their  children  were  5 — Reuben,  6 — David, 
7 — Isaac,  8 — Jacob,  9 — Edwin,  10 — Allen,  11 — Mary  Ann, 
and  12 — Noah.  About  1870  Joseph  purchased  a  farm  in  Rock- 
hill  Township  along  the  road  between  Perkasie  and  Hagerville. 
He  joined  the  Blooming  Glen  Mennonite  Congregation  as  a 
layman.  About  1890  he  retired  from  farming,  built  a  house 
with  his  son,  Wilson,  in  Perkasie  (505-507  Market  Street). 
He  died  August  26,  1908  and  is  buried  with  Johannah  in  the 
Blooming  Glen  Cemetery.  The  first  Meetinghouse  was  built  in 
1758,  rebuilt  in  1828  and  again  in  1938.  Joseph’s  will  is 
recorded  at  Doylestown,  Pennsylvania,  Book  34,  Page  48, 
September  25,  1905.  Executors  were  Wilson,  Reuben,  and 
David.  Witnesses  were  I.  B.  Dill  and  S.  F.  Stover.

They  worshipped  at  Deep  Run  Old  Mennonite  Meetinghouse 
and  are  buried  in  that  cemetery. 

2 —  Wilson  B.  Rosenberger  b.  January  31,  1857,  Dublin, 
Bucks  Co.,  Pa.,  d.  May  19,  1943,  m.  October  5,  1882  at  Bridge¬ 
town  (South  Perkasie)  Sue  Sweigert,  daughter  of  the  Rev. 
George  D.  (1837-1923)  and  Harriet  Metzgar  (1840-1907) 
Sweigert.  Sue  b.  October  4,  1863,  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  d. 
May  29,  1913.  (From  the  local  newspaper  October  4,  1882.) 
Another  of  our  young  men,  Mr.  Wilson  Rosenberger,  has 
observed  the  scriptural  injunction,  “It’s  not  good  for  man  to 
be  alone,”  and  has  taken  unto  himself  a  wife  in  the  person  of 
Miss  Sue  Sweigert,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  G.  D.  Sweigert, 
Bridgetown.  May  their  path  through  life  be  strewn  with 
flowers  of  love  and  joy.” 

Wilson  resided  in  Perkasie  for  sixty-five  years.  He  was  a 
shoemaker  by  trade  and  conducted  a  shop  nearly  sixty  years. 
He  was  an  active  member  of  the  First  Evangelical  Church, 
served  in  various  offices  in  the  congregation  as  well  as  a  teacher 
in  the  Sunday  School  for  many  years.  He  retired  as  an  active 
office  holder  in  the  church  on  his  80th  birthday,  but  main¬ 
tained  an  active  interest  in  the  church  until  his  death.  He  is 
buried  with  Sue  (Susan)  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ceme¬ 
tery,  Perkasie,  Pa.  The  children :  13 — Flora,  14 — Ammon. 
Wilson  2m.  December  25,  1915,  Mrs.  Laura  Jane  (Roeder) 
Beidler. 

3 —  Menno  B.  Rosenberger  b.  May  24,  1859,  Bucks  Co.,

was  a  trustee  of  Eden  Mennonite  Church,  Schwenksville, 
where  he  was  a  member  for  thirty  years,  attending  services 
regularly;  he  would  write  the  text  and  scripture  evenings 
sitting  at  the  table  with  the  Bible.  He  was  president  of 
Lederach  Chapel  Association  from  1918-1937  and  secretary  for 
twenty-two  years.  A  member  of  the  Lower  Salford  School 
Board  for  thirty-three  years.  Menno  and  Kate  are  buried  at 
Lower  Salford  Mennonite  Cemetery,  Montgomery  Co.  The 
children:  15 — Alice,  16 — Howard  Landis  (adopted).  Both 
Menno  and  Kate  are  seventh  generation  descendants  of  Henry 
Rosenberger  I,  having  the  common  ancestors  Benjamin  and 
Helena  Rosenberger.  Menno  follows  from  their  son  Elias  while 
Kate  follows  from  their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married 
John  Alderfer. 

The  story  is  told  when  the  Rev.  Joseph  D.  Rosenberger, 
returned  home  from  an  infant  burial,  said,  “She  was  a  beauti¬ 
ful  child,  I  like  that  name.  We’ll  call  our  little  girl,  Laura.”
